Habits and Tlieir Part in the Econ 


omy of Education—To- 


day's Program. 


- The teachers' institute met this rnorn 
ing ID the Baptist church, and was 
called to order by Superintendent Kirk 
who appointed Profoaeor T. L. Beaton 
. rice-preiident and F. K. Barthel and 
Miss Menoing secretaries. Tho session 
was opened by an address by Mr. Kirk 
who spoke in eubstance as follows: 


FOLLOW TSACHEBS :—For the 
fifth 


time as superintendent I greet you in 
institute convention, and will express 
the hope that this session may prove no 
exception to the rule that each succeed- 
ing institute ia better and more profitable 
thun the preceding. II we prolit by ea> 
jwrience, or learn to do by doing, we 
may confidently expect this institute to 
exceed in interest and benefit that o: 
any that we have heretofore held. In 
these^ times of financial pressure, dnli 
business and strict economy, people arc 
ready to criticise sharply the slightual 


, appeurauiMi of profligacy, or what iu the 
language of the street thoy call "easy 
jobs," "floft snaps," and the like. Our 
county institute, which teachers attend 
without reduction of salary, have nol 
escaped the attacks of the envious and 
the fault-finding. If, aa public servants, 
we arc conscious of doing and of having 
done our duty we should invite rather 
than seek to avoid public criticism, 
.lust and fair criticism should bo helpful 
rather than injurious. 


If the time spent in these institutes 


result in good to our schools, if the peo- 
ple receive better teaching on account 
of them, then there is no apology for the 
law that requires ua annually to assem- 
ble, aa we do today, to confer together, 
and to receive instruction from the able 
educators whom we have called to lead 
in our deliberations, 


Tho 
objections that are brought 


against the law that provides for teach- 
ers' institutes in part at public expense, 
would apply equally as well against the 
the support of State Normal schools. 
Theee institutions are maintained at 
public expense, that better teachers and 
hotter schools may bo provided through- 
out the state. Their existence, their 
popularity and the literal provisions 
made for them in every state in the 
Union are sudiciont evidences of their 
.necessity. 


Teachers must nol furuut that they 


*ro engaged in labor for the county, the 
state, the nation, as well as for the 
school district in which they are directly 
employed, This leads mo to mention 
one tliirg that often times hinders the 
best results in good teaching. It is pan- 
dering to what it) not right in order to 
, retain position. Togotalong ami secure 
the good will of whimsical 
people, 


teachers sometimes 
think they are 


obliged to endure this or that Injustice 
on the part of the parent or pupil. 1'or 
fear of losing position thoy are tempted 
to puss unnoticed and uncorrected of- 
fenses frequently of a serious nature. In 
ttomu eneuH the moral aa well as the in- 
tellectual character of a future citizen is 
sacrillced. ThiB la wrong, and teachers, 
one and all, should ue so thoroughly im- 
bued with tho responsibility of their 
calling us to be willing to do honor and 
right in the cause of tlie elate, let it be 
at 
whatever sacrifice. 
Courageous, 


honest, loyal, true men and women are 
needed in our fichool rooms. In the end 
tlie right will win. But tho highest re- 
ward is tho consciousness of sacred duties 
sacredly performed. 


A year ago I mentioned that moral 


training appeared to me to be in the 
indin line requiring the teachers' atten- 
tion. 1 would repeat it with emphasis 
today. There ia so much of dishonesty, 
deception and Belfhmnees abroad that 
there is great need of persistent and 
.well directed effort on the part of all 
moral forces. 


Teachers, you are limited in the 


sphere of your work, and there are 
many influences counteracting what 
would promote, hut all in all, yon are a 
vast power, Imbued with high ideals. 
There 13 scarcely a measure for tho good 
you may accomplish. 
With tho co- 


operation of parents, and this you 
should seek to secure, your- influence on 
the youth of tho county for better 
thoughts, better principles, and better 
conduct will bo great. Kemember, it is 
the plastic mind of childhood that you 
are influencing. 


The teacher of broad views, who pre- 


sents no narrow or unreasonable ideas 
concerning things, will wield a much 
greater and a more lasting influence 
than the teacher of narrow and con- 
traded 
ideas of things. The true 


teacher is engaged in training, guiding, 
directing, leading children, not in driv- 
ing or forcing thorn. In this moral 
vinoyara there is broad, ample ground 
for labor, without treading on sectarian 
tendrils. 
The temperance question, in my opin- 


ion, is not to be solved by legislating, 
but by educating out of it. Saloons 
muflt become unpopular by other and 
more healthful and innocent places bo- 
coming more popular. 
Tho sale of 


strong drink must decrease as the de- 
mand for such drink decreases. The 
buyers, rather than the sellers of rum, 
should, in my judgment, bo the main 
objects of attack in this temperance 
warfare. 


We need more patriotism, more true 


love of country, more veneration and 
Aspect for the well tried and well 
proven 
American 
institutions, 
the 


foundations 01 which wore laid by our 
patriot fathers, and which have been 
added to by a long line of illustrious, 
faithful, loyal American citizens. The 
weds of anarchism, socialism, paternal- 
ism or any other ism that would de- 
stroy American manhood and independ- 
ence, Bhoul'I not be permitted to find 
lodgment in the minds and'hearts of 
American youth. More statesmen and 
fewer politicians are needed. The time 
should come when men nominated for 
high oSlcea will be afraid and ashamed 
to be seen around the polls, Importun- 
ing and buttonholing votera for their 
•ucfrages oo election day. 


In florae localities in thii county I 


havo been criticised for maintaining 
that teachers should be paid good waeea 
and that I thought the wagea in Fresno 
county were not too high. While ad- 
mitting that the times call far economy 
In all expenditures of public money, I 
think It unwise to begin retrenchment 
to. tho funds for public aclwola. Tho 
nluo of tho florvicoB of a true teacher is 
not to be measured by dollars and Cente. 
I have always contended that only by 
paying good salaries can wo hope to re- 
tain good teachers and maintain good 
•chooV But. fellow teachers, these are 
times when by your well performed 
labor yon may show that you fully earn 
yonr salary. Seek to make yoarselven 


e at an? ooeU I bare yet 


to meet a man or woman who got rlcl 
by teaching school. But it is true tha 
your fellows, iu nearly every other call 
ing, have fult the pressure of these time 
as you have not. 


There are aomo very pronounced the- 


ories in reference to grading, claeeifyin 
and reciting that are now being conoid 
ered by leading educators. For my own 
part, I desire to adhere to the old adage 
"Be not the flrat by whom the new i 
tried, nor yet tho last to lay the oU 
aside." 


In the discussion of all these matter 


let us enter with zeal and hold with 
steadfastness to those plans of work tha 
we know to be good, yet with willing 
ness to accept those methods and plan 
which wo may be convinced are better 


At the close of Superintendent Kirk's 


address he introduced Dr. Dressier 
whose 
theme 
for 
discussion 
was 


"Habit." He treated h'us subject in its 
relation to the development of the child 
and as a foundation on which to built 
hie theory of growth, he defined habit 
as "the result of plasticity," thereby 
meaning that the child conforms to ita 
surroundings, and this conformity grad 
ually and finally becomes solidified into 
what we call habit in persona. When 
the person becomes no longer plastic 
when habits are fixed and changes are 
not readily brought about, there is a 
stunting of growth. 


Dr. Dressier carried his lines of r 


soning to considerable length, illustrat- 
ing here and there to make bis meaninf 


lain, and applying his theories anc 
>gmas to the work of education anc 


bringing them down to the level of every 
day school life. 


A portion of the forenoon was occu- 


pied by Dr. Bailey ol the State Univer- 
sity, who spoke on work and play. Tho 
central idea seemed to be, so far as in- 
tended to apply to the child, that work 
should be made, so far as possible, t 
rest from play, and play be made a real 
from work. 


In tho afternoon the teachers divided 


into five bodies and took up the round 
table conferences, which is somewhat 
new in tho Fresno institute. 
Three 


classes occupied three rooms of the 
Baptist church, and two tho Presbyte- 
rian. 


The round table conferences were in 


reality live small institutes, each at 
work along the same lines. The prime 
jbject in dividing the whole institute 
into subdivisions was to have smaller 
bodies at work in each place. II the 
whole congregation of teachers remained 
tOKCtliL-r, a few would do all the talking, 
si somewhat larger number would do all 
the listening, and a considerable propor- 
tion would feel no special interest. But 
when a few gathered in a room and a 
discussion began, it was more like a 
conversation and all were drawn to feel 
,n interest, and tho subject was dii 
cussed rather than talked about.

discussed at the conferences. Lack of 
space excludes all but the briefest men- 
tion:

tire state heard from. Tho result ehow 
Budd 100,925, Esteo 108,091. Budd'e 
plurality 1233. This is a gain of 105 
votes for Budd in the last twenty-lour 
houra.

It was tho refuse stacked ' 
p to bo shipped of which this paper 
poke when it aaid that bad ilgn w«ro 
oing to market. 
Mr. Seropian, yesterday brought a 
fty-pound sack of the refuse figa to this 
ffice. They were some put up for ship- 
ing. An examination of them revealed 
10 fact that they are made up of all 
aides, from tolerably fair to very bud. 
[r. Soropian amd ho could del! them to 
ny of the firms dealing in figs, and he 
id not know what they do with them, 
ut thought it probable they picked out 
ie beet and packed them, threw the 
orst away aud made some sort of food 
roduct of the others. Ho says that 
there than hiineelt ship that class of
